The Jury in the Cronin Case 
Report at Last* 


Coiis:iüiii, Burke, and O'^nlilvan «et 
Idfe Imprisonment, Bejnrs is 
Acanltted, trnd Kunze <¿et9 
Three Years in Prison. 


HGBJB'S THE T£III>ICT. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 16, 3 o'clock p. m.— 
The verdict of the jury in the Cronin 
caso is: 


Coughlin, Burke and O'Sullivan, life 
imprisonment. 
Beggs acquitted. 
Kunze, three year's imprisonment. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 16.—The Times this 
morning says the verdict has been 
agreed 
upon and that it sentences 
Ooughlinj O'Sullivan 
and Burke to 
deaiJi, Beggs to life imprisonment and 
Kunze to twenty-five years imprison- 
ment. 


At 3 o'clock this morning the lights 
were still turned away down in the jury 
room and everything was quiet inside 
the building. 
Outside the latest rumor 
was in cii'culation, of course. 
It was 
that the jmy, Culver included, had 
agreed upon life imprisonment for the 
three principals and fourteen years each 
for Beggs and Kunze. 


11 o'clock a. m.—Judge McConnell 
was promptly on hand in the court room 
at 10 o'clock, and took his seat upon the 
bench. 


The prisoners were not brought in 
from the jail, and after waiting until 
10:30, without receiving any communi- 
cation of any kind from the jury, a re- 
cess was declared until 1 o'clock, but 
this hour was subsequently changed to 
2 o'clock. 


The street outside the building is 
packed with the toughest looking crowd 
that has ever been seen in the city for 
many a day. 


All the available members of the re- 
serve police force are on duty in the 
neighborhood in citizens' clothes. The 
failure of the jury to return a verdict 
this morning occasions general surprise 
and has renewed the rumors that one of 
the body has been "fixed." 


THE PEISONEBS UP EAFILIY. 


The prisoners were all up early this 
morning and had their breakfasts at the 
usual hour. They were early informed 
of the rumored agreement of the jury 
and the tenor of the verdict, but they 
did not believe it. 
Burke smiled good- 
naturedly when spoken to about the 
verdict. 


"I don't see how they can find it out," 
said he. 
"If that is the verdict and the 
worst has come, it won't better it any by 
fretting." 


Coughlin expressed doubt as to the 
truth of the rumors; O'Sullivan and 
Beggs had little to say, and Kunze 
joked with the reporter about the possi- 
bility of getting twenty-five years in 
the penitentiary. 


WHAT THE LAWYEKS THINK. 


The counsel for the state who were 
present in court this morning were dis- 
appointed that no verdict had been de- 
cided upon. 


Judge Wing, Mr, Forrest and Mr. 
Foster were at the court room early and 
appiirently in the best of humor. 
They 
look upon the delay as favorable to their 
side and feel confident that the jurors 
cannot agree and that they will be dis- 
charged. 


Judge McConnell said this morning 
that the stories about Juror Culver 
being assaulted and appealing to him 
for protection, were false. 


WHATWILIJ THE JUBY BBPOBT? 


To a United Press reporter to-day 
Judge McConnell expressed himself as 
hopeful that a verdict would be reached. 


"I base my hopes on the fact that the 
jury Bot hareing sent for me, believe it 
will be able to come to an agreement, 
were it otherwise I would doubtless be 
notified and asked to discharge it, but I 
have have had no personal communica- 
tion with the twelve men, and I am, as 
I say, confident." 


About the reports of how the jury 
stands the judge said he doubted their 
accuracy, for he could not see how any- 
thing of the situation could be learned. 


The crowd about the buildings con- 
tinue to be of large proportions.

THE WATIO^AIi CAPITAli. 


Bills Introduced in Con^rress Inter- 
esting: to Bailivay mail Clerks. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 16*—'The present 
cofigre^ will be asked to provide for an 
increase in the compensation of railway 
mail clerks. A bill to that end has been 
prepared and will be introduced at an 
early day. 
It is proposed that postal 
clerks who are assigned to routes from 
150 to 200 miles shall receive $1,200 per 
annum; on routes of from 300 to 350 
miles, $1,300; on trunk lines where the 
mail is heavy, and the routes are from 
400 to 500 miles and four clerks are re- 
quired, $1,500, $1,400, $1,300, $1,200 
respectively. 
There is also a provision 
in the proposed bill which gives to the 
widow or nearest relative of any railway 
mail clerk who loses his life while in the 
service, one year's pay at the rate re- 
ceived by the deceased. 


It was learned last night, that about 
3 o'clock Friday afternoon, Mr. Gowen 
went to the gunsmith shop of Mr. Carl 
Floode and purchased a revolver. The 
gunsmith made a statement to this effect 
at police quarters yesterday.

AROSE FROM THE DEAD 


While the VndertiOcers are Encased 
in Preparing Walter Elliott for 
Burlta, He Comes to liif^. 


NEW IOBK, Deo. 16.—Walter Elliott, 
a young man living with his wife at 119 
Berry street, Williamsburg, would have 
been buried yesterday, as an engage- 
ment with an undertaker had been 
made, had he really ^ed, as his rela- 
tives and friends supi^osedhe did on 
Friday night. 
But Elliott is very much 
a live man and is highly indignant at 
the manner in which he has been 
treated. 


Elliott is about twenty-two years old« 
Two weeks ago he took to his bed with 
inflammation of the lungs of the most 
malignant type. 
During the early part 
of last week it was thought that his'en^ 
was neai-i 


On Thursday he ralljed somewhat 
and there were outward signs that death 
would safely pass away, but he failed 
during Friday and in the evening it was 
thought that his demise was only a 
question of a few hcmrs. Around his 
bedside were gathered his wife, several 
of her relatives and some of Elliott's 
brothers. 
Late in the evening the 
patient became unconscious, and finally 
gave several convulsive gasps and then 
was quiet. It was thcmght he was dead. 


During the evening an undertaker 
came with several asdstants and all the 
paraphernalia necessary to prepare the 
body for burial, and when the ice box 
had been carried in the house and left 
in the hall until the mourners had left 
the room, the underL' I^crs proceeded to 
do their work. 


The mouth of tlie coi-pse looked a lit- 
tle out of shnpc, on account of the 
suffering Ellioit had undergone, and it 
was straightened. 
While the men were 
performing their usual services, Elliott 
suddenly opened his eyes, and then 
raised his head. 
The undertaker and 
his assistants were thunderstruck. Just 
as one of the assistants was retreating 
toward the, door, their patient stam- 
mered out: 


"What are you goin|f to do with me?" 
"Nothing 
at all,t exclaimed the 
alarmed undertaker, "as he called the 
boys to help him carry the poor fellow 
to a bed. 


Then they left him, with perspiration 
on his brow. The indignant undertaker 
sought Elliott's wife and demanded to 
know why she had sent for him, when 
her husband was not dead. 


"My God! and he is dead," patheti- 
cally cried the grief-stricken woman, 
but in a moment the sorrow that had 
pervaded the house was turned into 
joy, and while the undertaker's assist- 
ants were gathering up the ice box and 
the white shrouds, Elliott was telling 
his wife and relatives that he must have 
been in a trance, when he suddenly 
awakened to find the undertaker pre- 
paring him for burial. He is now getting 
ng all^ght and will live.

The 
Much Talked-of 
Encounter 
Comes Off at Tan Wert, Ohio.

One of the most singular iand at the 
same time fiercest and bloodiest combats 
that has ever taken place in this part of 
the state occurred in a barn near this 
place at about 3 o'clock Sunday morning.

The dog was a fine animal weighing 
forty pounds.

In two minutes the owner of the dog 
threw up the sponge, although it was 
evident that the dog iras already dead.

pumping engine. 


TO carry out such an arrangement at 
this time, before the Holly Manufactur- 
ing company have demonstrated that 
the engine has the capacity tho city 
contracted for, would, in my opinion, 
be highly improper, to say the least. 


Let contractors first make the neces- 
sary tests and show beyond any doubfe 
that the engine will economically do a 
duty of 6,000,000 gallons, which the 
city has a right to expect and which the

KEY. SAMP. JONES. 


The 
Bistlncnlshed Cieorffla B l v t e e 
Addresses Three Immense eiunday 
Meetlnss i n T h i s City. 


Y^terday was Sam Jones' day in this 
city. 


The distrnguished Georgia 
divine 
preached in the niorning at the Berry 
Street M. E. church, in the afternoon at 
the Masonic Temple and in the evening 
at the First Presbyterian chqrch, and at 
each service his audiences packed the 
rooms to the very doors. 


He arrived iri the city Saturday even- 
ing to lecture that night in the Masonic 
Temple. The management that brought 
him here did not properly advertise his 
coming, and hundreds who would have 
been glad to have paid the price of ad- 
mission to hear his lecture did not at- 
tend, simply because they did know 
when or where he was to deliver it until 
it was too late. The result was that an 
audience of less than an hundred heard 
the lecture, and the management have 
nobody to blame but themselves for 
their losing venture, for if Sam Jones 
had been properly advertised he would 
have packed the Temple Saturday night. 


Mr. Jones was the guest of Mr. Mason 
Long while in the city, and after the 
lecture Saturday evening was a visitor 
at the Y. M. C. A. fair, where he was 
given a most cordial weleome.' "Se made 
a few remarks to the audience at that 
place and consented to the arrangements 
which were at once made for yesterday's 
services. 
> 


His fijrst sermon was preached at the 
Berry street church. The speaker was 
introduced by Bev. W. M. VanSlyke 
and took as his text a passage from 
John's gospel, "If man will do the will 
of God he shall known of the doctrine." 
Doubts, he said, in all ages had been 
one of the greatest hindrances to men 
accepting the religion of Christ. They 
made Atheists and Infidels and sent 
souls to hell everyday. They were the 
devil's weapons for fighting Christianity 
and he used tiiem with powerful effect. 


A doubting man in Christian life dis- 
plays his ignorance. He is apylying to 
Christianity rules that he will not hold 
to in the sciences. 
He may say that 
he doesn't believe that fire will bum, 
let him stick his finger in the fiame and 
he will change his opinion. He doesn't 
believe in telegraphy, yet when he 
stands at a telegraph instrument and 
talks to a man hundreds of miles away, 
he would be a fool not to believe in it. 
He doubts the power of steam to pro- 
pel a train from Fort Wayne to Chicago 
in four hours, yet when he makes the 
trip, what is he going to do about it? 


The truths of Christianity are capable 
of the same kind of proofs, as is shown 
in the lives of Christian men every day; 
and if we will only do His will we shall 
know the doctrine. I don't care what 
a man believes if I can only get him to 
do. If he'll join the church and try to 
do what is right he'll pull through on 
the gospel plan. A man don't have to 
be a saint to join church. 
If he did a 
good many of them would never get in 
and a good many of those in would have 
to get out. 


Let him come into the church just as 
he is. If he wills to do what is right 
the religion will come afterwards. God 
will help those who try to help them- 
selves, but if they stand back and doubt 
His ability to ^ve them and never put 
Him to the test, they will be eternally 
lost. God is not going to force you 
into heaven. It's the devil who is doing 
the forcing business and he is working 
it for all there is in it. Put yourself in 
the way to be saved and God will save 
you and remove all your doubts. 


In the afternoon the immense seating 
capacity of the Masonic Temple was 
tested to its fullest limit. The rear of 
the theater, both in the gallery and 
down stairs, was crowded with persons 
standing and hundreds were turned 
away, unable even to gain admittance, 
The Georgia divine was introduced by 
Dr. Stemen and spoke from the text, 
"Choose ye this day whom ye will 
serve, but as for me and my house we 
will serve tiie Lord." 


His sermon was an earnest appeal for 
the sinner to place himself on the Lord's 
side and was replete with the witticism, 
practical talk and home thrusts that dis- 
tinguishes Sam Jones and has given 
him the reputation in the lecture field 
that he to-day enjoys. He kept his im- 
mense* audience entertained listeners 
until the close and frequently convulsed 
them with laughter by his odd sayings 
and wit. 


In the evening the First Presbyter- 
ian church was crowded and hundreds 
were turned from the doors. 


He took as his text: "What I Have 
Written, I Have Written," and again 
preached an interesting discourse, scor- 
ing in his remarks the ministry, church 
officers and others and k^ping every* 
body in good humor with his home 
thrusts and witty sayings. 


Nobody but a short-hand reporter 
could follow and give in detail the sub- 
stance of his sermons, and in our sum- 
mary of his morning sermon, which was 
the best preached dniing the day, we 
have but imperfectly put-lined the sub- 
stance of his remarks. 


It is an easy matter to ontioise Sam 
Jones. He is' not an ' orator, as on« 
judges of ontory. 
He his none of 
those polished senteaoes, and that im- 


passioned eloqaenee iiuit gO; to oonstir 
tute 
the make-up of an eloquent 
speaker, and yet few men can hold and 
entertain an audience like he can. It is 
his earnest, plain, practical, every-day, 
witty way of saying things that consti- 
tates his chum as a speaker. 
Wbat he 
says is said so that everybody can 
understand what he is taliouig about. 
He does not indulge in theology, but 
there is theology in what he says and 
he has a way of driving gospel truths 
home to his hearers that can not but re- 
sult in doing good. People will listen 
to him and be entertained and in- 
structed and benefitted, and after all 
that is the purpose of oratory. fAs a pul- 
pit speaker Sam Jones is a success. He 
iâ 
not a 
Beecher, 
a • Talmage, a 
Spui^eon. 
He is Sam Jones. His 
characteristics have won him his pres- 
ent remarkable popularity, and he will 
retain it as long as he remains in the 
lecture field. 


The immense audiences that heard 
him yesterday were charmed with the 
Georgia divine, and should he again visit 
this city—and it is known when and 
where he is going to talk—^he will be 
given a crowded auditorium. 


He left last night, after his lecture at 
the First Presbyterian church, for New 
Castle, Pa., where he spealte to-night.

Resolutions 
Passed 
Touching 
on 
Many Matters of Interest. 


The Indiana State Grange, which has 
been in session last week at Indianapo- 
lis, is not a formidable institution in 
point of numbers, but it has enough 
members to secure the attendaace at its 
annual meetings of eighty or more rep- 
resentatives. Once it could do a great 
deal better than that, but lack of mem- 
bers did not lessen the earnestness ex- 
pressed in its meetings during the past 
three days. 


Many subjects of interest to farmers 
were discussed and definite action was 
taken in approving the school-book law; 
declaring against liquor licenses and 
that the liquor and tobacco tax should 
be retained. Besolutions were passed 
to the effect that United States senators 
should be elected by a direct vote of the 
people; that a graduated income tax 
would be a good thing; that aliens 
should not be allowed to own property 
in the United States; that property 
should be assessed for taxation at its 
full cash value; that the elements of 
agriculture should be taught in the 
public schools; that the census should 
give farm mortgage statistics; that 
county commissioners should not have 
the right to call for elections to vote a 
railroad tex; that there should be a free 
coinage of silver and a circulation of 
paper currency independent of the 
national banks, in sufficient volume to 
prevent further contraction.

This position lie held, nntil 1861, 
when he oame to Fort Wayne and took 
charge of the boiler department of the 
company's ;Bhops in this dly,« position 
he has creditably filled evet dnoe. Mr. 
Hewes is o ne of the kindest and most 
popular of men with his employes and 
enjoys the esteem of a large cirole of 
friends. He bas been with the Penn- 
sylvania company for over thirfy-six 
years and is growing .old in its service. 
He is a tim&4ried and faithful employe, 
will remain true to his employers 
and is truly a veteran in the ranks of 
labor. 


Men like Sam 0. Henderson, the fore- 
man of the tin, copper and flue depart- 
ment of the Pittsburg shops, will make 
friends wherever they go. 
He is a 
pleasant, 
whole-souled 
gentleman, 
always devoted to his duties, social and 
kind to the employes under him and 
numbers his friends with his acquaint- 
ances. 


Mr. Henderson is one of the oldest 
employes of the works, having been in 
the service of the Penn^lvania com- 
pany for thirty years, He was bom in 
this city iu 1841, and after reoeiving a 
good education, at the age of eighteen 
years, learned the trade of a copper- 
smith and in 1859 entered the employ of 
the Pennsylvania company in this cily, 
becoming, three years afterwards, the 
assistant foreman of the copper depart- 
ment.

At 3 o'clock this morning the lights 


were still turned away down in the jury 
room and everything was quiet inside 
the building. Outside the latest rumor 
was in circulation, of course. 
It was 


that the jury, Culver included, had 
agreed npon life imprisonment for the 
three principals and fourteen years each, 
for Beggs and Knnze. 


11 o'clock a. m.—Judge McOonnell 


was promptly on hand in the couit room 
at 10 o'clock, and took his seat upon the 
bench. 


The prisoners were not brought in 


from the jail, and after waiting until 
10:30, without receiving any communi- 
cation of any kind from the jury, a re- 
cess was declared until 1 o'clock, but 
this hour was subsequently changed to 
2 o'clock. 


The street outside the building is 


packed with the toughest looking crowd 
that has ever boon seen in tho city for 
many a day. 


All the available members of the re- 


serve police force are on duty in the 
neighborhood in citizens' clothes. 
The 


failure of the jury to return a verdict 
this morning occasions general surprise 
and has renewed the rumors that one of 
tho body has been "fixed." 


THE PRISONERS UP EARLY. 


The prisoners were all up early this 


morning and had their breakfasts at the 
usual hour. They were early informed 
of tho rumored agreement of the jury 
and the tenor of the verdict, but they 
did not believe it. Burke smiled good- 
naturedly when spoken to about the 
verdict. 


"I don't see how they can finditout," 


said he. "If that is tho verdict and the 
worst has come, it won't better it any by 
fretting." 


Coughlin expressed doubt as to tho 


truth of tbe rumors; O'Sullivan and 
Beggs had little to say, and Kuuze 
joked with the reporter about tho possi- 
bility of getting twenty-five years in 
the penitentiary.

"I base my hopes on tho fact that the

rooms to the ^ ery doors. 


He arrived hi the city Saturday even- 


ing to lecture that night in the Masonic 
Temple. The management that brought 
him here did not properly advertise his 
coming, and hundieds who would have 
been glad to ha\e paid the price of ad- 
mission to hear his lecture did not at- 
tend, simply because they did know 
when or where he was to deliver it until 
it was too late. The result was that an 
audience of less than an hundred heard 
the lecture, and the management have 
nobody to blame but themselves for 
their losing venture, for if Sam Jones 
had been properly advertised he would 
have packed the Temple Saturday night. 


Mr. Jones was the guest of Mr. Mason 


Long while in the city, and after the 
lecture Saturday e% cuing was a visitor 
at the Y. M. C. A. fair, where ho was 
given a most cordial welcome. He made 
a few remarks to tho audience at that 
place and consented to the arrangements 
which were at once made foryc-steiday's 
sen-ices. 


His first setmou was preached at the 


Berry street church. The speaker was 
introduced by Rev. W. M. YeuSlyko 
and took as his test a passage from 
John's gospel, "If man will do the will 
of God he shall known of the doctrine." 
Doubts, he said, iu all ages had been 
one of the greatest hindrances to men 
accepting the religion of Christ. They 
made Atheists and Infidels and sent 
souls to hell everyday. They were the 
devil's weapons for fighting Christianity 
and he used them with powerful effect. 


A doubting man in Christian life dis- 


plays his ignorance. He is apylying to 
Christianity rules that he will not hold 
to in the sciences. 
He may say that 


he doesn't believe that fire will burn, 
let him stick his finger in the flame and 
he will change his opinion. He doesn't 
believe in telegraphy, yet when he 
stands at a telegraph instrument and 
talks to a man hundreds of miles away, 
he would be a fool not to believe in it. 
He doubts the power of steam to pro- 
pel a train from Port Wayne to Chicago 
in four hoins, yet when he makes the 
tup, what is he going to do about it? 


The traths of Christianitj' are capable 


of the same kind of proofs, as is shown 
in the lives of Christian men every day; 
and if we will only do His will we shall 
know the doctrine, i don't care what 
a man believes if I can only get him to 
do. If he'll join the church and try to 
do what is right he'll pull through on 
the gospel plan. A man don't have to 
be a saint to join church. 
If he did a 


good many of them would never get in 
and a good many of thosa in would have 
to get out. 


Let him come into the church just as 


he is. If he wills to do what is right 
the religion will come afterwards. 
God 


will help those who try to help them- 
selves, but if they stand back and doubt 
His ability to save them and never put 
Him to the test, they will be eternally 
lost. God is not going to force you 
into heaven. It's the devil who is doing 
the forcing business and he is working 
it for all there is in it. Put yourself in 
the way to be saved and God will save 
you and remove all your doubts. 


In the afternoon the immense seating 


capacity of the Masonic Temple was 
tested to its fullest limit. Tho rear of 
the theater, both in the gallery and 
down stairs, was crowded with persons 
standing and hundreds were turned 
away, unable even to gain admittance, 
The Georgia divine was introduced by 
Dr. Stemen and spoke from the text, 
"Choose ye this day whom ye will 
serve, but as for me and my house we 
will serve the Lord." 


His sermon was an earnest appeal for 


tho sinner to place himself on the Lord's 
side and was replete with the witticism, 
practical talk and homo thrusts that dis- 
tinguishes Sam Jones and has given 
him the reputation in tho lecture field 
that he to-day enjoys. He kept his im- 
mense' audience entertained listeners 
until the close and frequently convulsed 
them with laughter by his odd sayings 
and wit. 


In tho evening the First Presbyter- 


ian church was crowded and hundreds 
were turned from the doors. 


He took as his tost: "WliatI Have 


Written, I Have Written," and again 
preached an interesting discourse, scor- 
ing in his remarks tho ministry, church 
officers and others and keeping every- 
body in good humor with his home 
thrusts and witty sayings. 


Nobody but a short-hand reporter 


could follow and give in detail the sub- 
stance of his sermons, and in our sum- 
mary of his morning sermon, which was 
tho best preached during tho day, wo 
have but imperfectly out-lined the sub- 
stance of his remarks. 


It is an easy matter to criticise Sam 


Jones. He is' not an orator, as one 
judges of oratory. 
Ho has none of 


those polished sentences, and that im- 


passioned eloquence that go to consti- 
tute 
the make-up of an 
eloquent 


speaker, and yet few men can hold and 
entertain an audience like he can. It is 
his earnest, plain, practical, every-day, 
witty way of saying things that consti- 
tutes his charm as a .speaker. 
What he 


says is said so that everybody can 
understand what he is talking about. 
Ho does not indulge in theology, but 
there is theology in what ho says and 
he has a way of drhiug gospel truths 
home to his hearers that can not but re- 
sult in doing good. People will listen 
to him and be entertained and in- 
structed and benefitted, and after all 
that is the purpose of oratory. JAs a pul 
pit speaker Sam Jones is a success. He 
is 
not a 
Beecher, 
a Talmage, a 


Spurgeon. 
He is Sam Jones. His 


characteristics have won him his pres- 
ent remarkable popularity, and he will 
retain it as long as he remains in the 
lecture field. 


The immense audiences that heard 


him yesterday were charmed with the 
Georgia divine, and should he again visit 
this city—and it is known when and 
whore lie is going to talk—he will be 
given a crowded auditorium. 


He left last night, after his lecture at 


the Fiist Presbyterian church, for New 
Castle, Pa., where he speaks to-night.

Itcbolutions 
Passed 
Touching on 


Matter* of Interest. 


Tho Indiana State Grange, which has 


been in session last week at Indianapo- 
lis, is not a formidable institution in 
point of numbers, but it has enough 
members to secure the attendance at its 
annual meetings of eighty or more rep- 
resentatives. Once it could do a great 
deal better than that, but lack of mem- 
bers did not lessen the earnestness ex- 
pressed in its meetings during the past 
three days. 


Many subjects of interest to fanners 


were discussed and definite action was 
taken in approving tho school-book law; 
declaring against liquor licenses and 
that tho liquor and tobacco tax should 
be retained. Eesolutions were passed 
to the effect that United States senators 
should be elected by a direct vote of the 
people; that a graduated income tax 
would be a good thing; that aliens 
should not be allowed to own property 
in the United States; that property 
should be assessed for taxation at its 
full cash value; that the elements of 
agriculture should bo taught in the 
public schools; that the census should 
give farm mortgage statistics; that 
county commissioners should not have 
the right to call for elections to vote a 
railroad tax; that there should be a free 
coinage of silver and a circulation of 
paper currency independent of the 
national banks, in sufficient volume to 
prevent further contraction. 


The earnest co-operation of all labor- 


ing men and labor organizations iri se- 
curing reforms was indorsed. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected: Master, 
Milton Trusler. of Beutley; overseer, 
Henry Dowp, of Columbus; lecturer, F.

Flora, Julia Apalmor, of Lebanon; lady 
assistant steward, Mrs. Frank Olmsted, 
of Steuben; member of executive com- 
mittee, Aaron Jones, of South Bend.

man of the tin, copper and flue depart- 
ment of the Pittsburg shops, will make 
friends wherever they go. 
He is a

always devoted to his duties, social and 
kind to the employes under Mm and 
numbers his friends with his acquaint- 
ances. 


Mr. Henderson, is one of the oldest 


employes of the works, having been in 
the service of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany for thirty years. He was born in 
this city in 1841, and after receiving a 
good education, at the age of eighteen 
years, learned the trade of a copper- 
smith and in 1859 entered the employ of 
the Pennsylvania company in this city, 
becoming, three years afterwards, the 
assistant foreman of the copper depart- 
ment.
